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I. Summary: 

This bill creates the Justice Reinvestment Commission within the Executive Office of the 
Governor. The commission is charged with reviewing and analyzing criminal and juvenile 
justice laws and policies. It is expected to recommend changes to increase public safety, improve 
offender accountability, reduce recidivism, and control spending for correction facilities and 
programs. The bill includes both mandatory and suggested areas for the commission to address. 

The commission is comprised of nine members from the adult and juvenile criminal justice 
community. It will be assisted in its work by an executive director and staff, and is authorized to 
call upon various state offices to complete its work. In addition, the commission can contract or 
partner with outside persons or entities. A specific requirement is development of a technical 
assistance agreement with an independent public policy research institution or an educational 
institution to assist with its review of the effectiveness of correctional policies. 

The commission must issue an interim report of its findings and recommendations by 
December 31, 201 1. A final report must be issued before the commission is abolished on 
December 31, 2012. 

This bill creates a new section of the Florida Statutes. 

II. Present Situation: 

The Correctional Policy Advisory Council (CPAC) was created in 2008 as a result of Senate Bill 
2000 (enacted as Chapter 2008-54, Laws of Florida). The purpose of the CPAC was to evaluate 
and make findings and recommendations to the Governor and Legislature about “correctional
